TOKIO, May 9.—Because 55 girls 
and young men have killed them- 
selves since Feb. 11 by jumping 
into the huge volcano of Mount

TO BE DISMISSED 


To Absorb $1,275,000 Def- 
icit—Figures Subject to 
Change if Revenue Rises 
or Falls. - 


Mayor Dickmann, three weeks in 
office, and Comptroller Nolte an- 
nounced today that they had com- 
pleted the city budget for 1933-34, 
and that it would come within $70,- 
000 of balancing. 

Their estimates, if realized, mean 
that the city will have a deficit of 


$69,880 one year hence, as com- 
pared with the deficit of $1,275,000 
when the fiscal year of 1932-33 
ended last month, and the deficit 
of $651,800 a year before. 

The $1,275,000 deficit of last year 
will be absorbed as part of the com- 
ing year’s budget, it was announced. 
It was the hope of the Mayor and 
Comptroller to balance the 1933-34 
budget, but several necessary items, 
which the two officials listed in 
their announcement, prevented the 
realization of this hope. 

To Drop More Employes. 

To come as near balancing the 
budget as they did, the Mayor and 
Comptroller had to figure on a re- 
duction of about 500 in the number 
of city employes, which has been 
figured around 7000. About 300 have 
already been dismissed, so that the 
added cuts will affect about 200 


workers. Many of these, it is ex- 


pected, will be in the Street and 
Park divisions. 

The announcement on the budget 
was made after a meeting of the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment. President Neun of the Board 
of Aldermen, who sits with the 
Mayor and Comptroller on the 
Board of Estimate, was called away 
by aldermanic business before 
Dickmann and Nolte called report- 
ers in for their announcement. The 
Mayor and Comptroller seemed 
much pleased with the performance 
of their task, and shook hands 
heartily. 

Estimates of department heads 
for the coming fiscal year reached 
a total of $24,124,000, the Mayor and 
Comptroller said. The ‘estimated 
revenue for 1933-34 is $17,139,000, in 
round figures, and the total of the 
budget, as it is to be presented to 
the Aldermen, $17,208,000. More ex- 
act figuring brought the estimate 
ef $69,880 as the amount by which 
the budget would come short of a 
balance, This estimated deficit is 
subject to increase, if the revenue 
should fall short of the expected 
figure, or to decrease or even eras- 
ure, if revenues should exceed the 
estimate. 

The Extra Items. 

Listing the items of expenditure 
which had stood in the way of a 
completely balanced budget, the 
Mayor and Comptroller mentioned 
first an addition of $25,000 to the 
Election Board’s appropriation, to 
meet bills brought over from last 
year’s eléction. The 
Board’s appropriation for the 
year, which is an “off” one in its 
work, will be $95,000. 

Because of the approaching use 
of the Municipal Auditorium, the 
Mayor and Comptroller decided 
that a $10,000 appropriation should 
be made for the work of the Con- 
vention, Publicity and Tourist Bu- 
reau. They also deemed it wise to 
make an appropriation of $5000 to 
aid in the city’s advertising cam- 
paign, for which the Industrial 
Club has announced its purpose to 
spend $30,000. 

An extra $5000 for the Efficiency 
Board was made necessary by the 
many examinations required by the 
change of administration. 

Motorized Refuse Collection. 

Motorizing of the refuse collec- 
tion service should be begun this 
year, the officials decided, and they 
approved an appropriation fo $10,- 
000 for a start. 

The City Collectoar’s office asked 
an appropriation of $20,000 for sal- 
aries and expenses until July 1, 
the money to be repaid later from 
fees on tax collections.

Charles A. Lindbergh today told a 


District of Columbia Supreme 
Court jury about the kidnaping of 
his baby son a little over a year 


o. 

Speaking in a low, firm tone, he 
testified that his son, Charles A. 
Lindbergh Jr., was abducted from 
his cradle on March 1, 1932, and 
was found dead the following May 
12. 

Several hundred persons thronged 
the courtroom in an effort to see 
the flyer. 

He was testifying in the trial of 
Gaston B. Means and Norman T. 
Whitaker on a charge of conspir- 
acy to defraud Mrs. Evalyn Walsh 
McLean, estranged wife of the for- 
mer publisher of the Washington 
Post, of $35,000 on representations 
that they could turn over to her 
the ’‘ndbergh child. 

Lindbergh said that on March 1, 
1932, the child was about 18 months 
old. 

“On that night,” Rover said, “did 
you discover that the child was not 
in your home?” “Yes.” 

“What time did you discover he 
was missing?” “Ten o’clocl- in the 
evening.” 

“After that night did you ever 
see your boy alive again?” “No.” 

Tells of Identifying Body. 

“Did you ever see him. dead?” 
“TY es.” 

“When?” “On th- thirteenth day 
of May in a morgue in Trenton, 
N. J.” 

“Did you identify the boy as your 
baby?” “I did.” 

“Was anyone else present?” 
Lindbergh replied that several per- 
sons were there at the time. 

“Did you look at more than one 
child at that time?” “No.” 

“Did you give money to anyone 
for the purpose of paying a ran- 
som?” “To Dr. Condon, $50,000, on 
April 2, 1932.” 

“Did you ever get any part of the 
rs -som back?”

“Did she not later commit sui- 
cide?”

Garment Shown to Him.

“Having treuble over our posi- 
tion,” wirelessed Capt. Hall, vet- 
eran Gloucester fisherman, in @a 
message sent by the Winter Quar- 
ter lightship. “We were anchored 
over Merida, our ship and buoy. 
S. S. Salvor came and placed buoy 
and anchored within our buoys, 
causing trouble.” 

Conflicting Positions. 

The Hall expedition has been on 
the wreck scene since Tuesday of 
last week. 

The Bowdoin party, due to its 
salvage operations last summer, has 
taken the position that the wreck 
is its property and that other ex- 
peditions should be barred from at- 
tempting to salvage the reported 
$6,000,000 treasure that went down 
with the Merida 22 years ago when 
the ill-fated liner was rammed by 
the Admiral Farragut. 

Capt. Hall, on the other hand, has 
taken the position that the wreck 
belongs to the party that can get 
to it. 

In previous statements issued 
here, he has stated he had no in- 
tention of resorting to physical 
force to settle the matter of who 
will be permitted to attempt to 
salvage the Merida’s gold, silver and 
jewels. 

Reports from the scene yester- 
day, however, seem to indicate that 
Capt. Hall, already on the wreck 
and actively engaged in salvage 
operations, is prepared to defend 
his position. 

“We shall hold our position,” read 
one terse message from the Hall 
trawler, which is operating with 
the Theresa and Dan.

REALTY MAN ON TRIAL 
FOR KILLING BROTHER 


Attorneys Argue Over Admit- 
ting “‘Dying Declaration” 
of John Schuermann. 


Trial of Norman Schuermann on 
a second-degree murder charge in 
the fatal shooting of his brother, 
John J. Schuermann, in February, 
1932, began today in Circuit Judge 
Nolte’s court at Clayton. 

Argument between counsel over 
the admission of a so-called “dying 
declaration” of John, accusing his 
brother, arose aféer the testimony 
of a few State’s witnesses. The 
jury was removed from the court- 
room pending settlement of the is- 
sue. 

The attempt to offer the declara- 
tion was made during testimony 
of Deputy Sheriff Frank Lewis, 
who told of interviewing John 
Schuermann at Overland Hospital. 
Lewis said that both John and 
Norman, whom he helped to arrest 
at St. Charles* and Edmondson 
roads, told him they had quarreled 
and that Norman had shot John. 
Norman had a revolver with five 
discharged cartridges in his pos- 
session when arrested, shortly after 
the shooting, Lewis said. 

Louis Marks, secretary of the 
Continental Life Insurance Co., tes- 
tified John had taken out $20,000 
life insurance, with double indem- 
nity, and had changed the benefici- 
ary in April, 1931, naming at that 
time the realty company in which 
he, Norman and three other broth- 
ers were associated. 

Miss Anna Appel, John’s house- 
keeper at 8133 St. Charles lane, tes- 
tified Norman called for John the 
night of the shooting and took him 
away in his automobi:e. 

In outlining the State’s case, As- 
sistant Prosecuting Attorney Al 
Stack announced the State would 
show John had been voted out of 
the realty company and demanded 
$60,000 for his interésts, with his 
brothers offering only $40,000. 

The shooting occurred, according 
to the prosecutor’s statement, when 
Norman got out of the car on Ed- 
mondson road, hear Natural Bridge 
road, where the company was pro- 
moting a subdivision. Evidence 
would develop, Stack said, that 
John reached to his hip pocket fora 
handkerchief and_ that Norman 
fired five times, four bullets hit- 
ting John in the left arm and one 
in the chest. The wounded man 
drove to Overland Hospital alone 
and died there the day after. 
Norman’s counsel, former State 
Senator A. E. L. Gardner, told the 
ury he would show that John was 
eccentric and quarrelsome and had 
several. times threatened Norman’s 
life. He said Norman was privi- 
leged to use a Deputy Constable's 
badge and carry a revolver to pro- 
tect himself from holdups. The de- 
fense version of the shooting will 
be, according to the attorney, that 
John, saying “It’s you or me,” at- 
tempted to disarm Norman in the 
automobile and was shot in the 
struggle. Gardner indicated he 
would attack the dying declaartion, 
on the ground that: John was in a 
weakened condition and under the 
influence of drugs when he made it.

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TRAP KIDNAPERS 


Wealthy Manufacturer of 

Freeport, _Ill., + Home 
Again—Two Men Arrest- 
ed as Abductors. | 


By the Associated Press 

FREEPORT, Ill; May 9. — The 
story of how a 54-year-old wealthy 
manufacturer allowed himself to be 
kidnaped for $25,000 ransom was 
unfolded today as the victim was 
safe .t home again and his two al- 
leged abductors were in ‘jail. 

William Trevillian, vice-president 
of the W. T. Rawleigh Co., was 
found by authorities late last night 
bound and gagged in a cabin near 
Durand, Ill, a few hours after be- 
ing seized by two men as he left 
his office for the day. Two men 
in the cabin with him were arrest- 
ed as the kidnapers. ‘They were: 

William Stubbe, 27, Rock Grove, 
Til., and La Verne Moore, 21, Free- 
port, on whom officers said they 
found the ransom note threatening 
“hot irons on his hide” if the $25,- 
000 were not forthcoming. Moore 
was employed at the Rawleigh 
plant. 

Officials had been informed be- 
forehand of the kidnap plans and 
followed their development, Sheriff 
C. J. Weller of La Salle, Ill., said. 

The informants, Sheriff Weller 
said, were Jack and “Red” Schultz 
of La Salle, formerly under-cover 
men for him. He said they came 
to Freeport looking for work and 
met Moore, who urged them to en- 
ter the plot, with the promise of 
rich rewards. 

Returning to La Salle, Weller 
said the men told him of the plan 
and he advised them to tell Moore 
they would go through with it. 
Meanwhile, Weller told Federal au- 
thorities in Chicago, so that when 
the actual kidnaping occurred both 
State and Federal officers were on 
the scene. 

Stubbe, married and the father of 
two children, according to the 
plans disclosed by the Sheriff, was 
to receive $2000 for providing the 
hideout, and Moore was to get 
$8000 as his share in raising the 
ransom. The balance of $15,000 
was to be divided between the two 
La Salle aids. 

With the Trevillian kidnaping 
successfully consummated, the 
Sheriff said the gang then planned 
to seize W. T. Rawleigh, head of 
the company and a relative of Tre- 
villian by marriage. 

The stake for his return was to 
be boosted to $100,000 and because 
of his state of health it was planned 
to entice a nurse into the plot and 
to use an ambulance if necessary. 

After his release, Trevillian told 
Sheriff Weller and Dan Anderson, 
member of the United States Attor- 
ney’s staff in Chicago, that the 
two men under arrest seized him as 
he was getting into his automobile 
and with drawn pistols forced him 
to get into their car. They drove 
at once to the abandoned farm 
house, under surveillance of au- 
thorities. 

At her home, Mrs. Trevillian de- 
nied receiving the ransom demand 
an hour later. It was about 10 p. m. 
before officers broke into the house 
and rescued the victim and placed 
the two men under arrest. 

It originally was planned to ar- 
raign the pair before United States 
Commissioner T. E. White at Ot- 
tawa, Ill., today, but it was later 
reported that the case would be 
placed in the State courts due to 
the uncertainty existing as to 
whether or not the extortion note 
was sent through the mails.

Nu- 
merous legislative proposals have 
been presented in Congress to re 
quire alcohol blends. 

Technical experts of the depart- 
ment said that most gasoline en- 
gines now in use “appear to be able 
to handle a 10 per cent alcohol-gas- 
oline mixture without adjustments 
and without much change in mile 
age per gallon of gasoline.” 

With corn at 50 cents a bushel— 
a figure higher than the current 


cents a gallon, the report said the 
use of 2 per cent anhydrous alco- 
hol would add about one-half cent 
to the cost of a gallon of motor 
fuel and would utilize about 112,- 
000,000 bushels of corn and 22,400,-

A recommendation for a modern 
incinerator plant to dispose of garb- 
age collected by the city was re- 
newed by Brooks.

An incinerator would cost 
about $1,000,000 and its use would 
increase the cost of disposal at least 
$100,000 a year, Brooks said, add- 
ing: “My opinion is that the time is 
not far off when the State Board of 
Health of Missouri or Illinois, or 
both, will force this.”

In the fiscal year ending a month 
ago, the city collected 65,578 tons of 
garbage, a decrease of 11,079 tons 
from the preceding year. Collection 
cost $3.09 a ton, or 33 cents less 
than the year before, while the 
contract price for — was 34% 
cents a ton. 

Rubbish and ashes should be cob 
lected by the city, as in most cities, 
Brooks reported. This would in- 
crease the cost of government but 
the cost would be a fraction of the 
charge for private disposal, the re- 
port said.

Linnie L. Williams, filed an an- 
swer both as an individual and ad- 
ministratrix denying the allega- 
tions.

Recruiting will be halted for 
some months because of the heavy 
proportion of re-enlistments, and 
thus training activities in the train- 
ing stations at Norfolk, Ya., and 
San Diego, Cal., Newport, R.I., and 
Great Lakes, Ill., will be brought to 
a temporary standstill. 

When training activities are re- 
sumed it is expected San Diego will 
receive a major share of the work, 
as the fleet is on the Pacific and 
it is cheaper to train personnel at 
points near the ships on which the 
men will serve. It is understood the 
navy also has been working on a 
plan to reduce officer personnel by 
around 1000 men.

‘We Will Swallow Up Till

Party Are Identical,’ Says 
Dr. Goebbels.

BERLIN, May 9.—Final regula- 
tions issued for administration of 
the new civil service law make it 
even more difficult than had been 
forecast for Jews to remain in Gov- 
ernment jobs. Former Communists 
also are barred and war veterans 
identified with the Republican 
“Iron Front” have no chance. 


Jewish Government employes who 
hitherto have’ retained their jobs 
because of war service, are now 
subject to di nissal unless they can 
prove they underwent shellfire in 
some battle or siege or in trench 
wirfare. 

The foreign service 4s an excep- 
tion, in that Jews may be appoirit- 
ed if.no Aryans are available. Thus, 
until further notice, the German 
Minister at Buenos Aires, Heinrich 
von Kauffmann, will remain at his 
post pending training of an Aryan 
for the place. 

Scope of New Orders. 

Judges, teachers, pfofessors, no- 
taries, police and reichswehr em- 
ployes, but not Reichswehr officers 
or soldiers, are subject to these 
revulations. 

Participants in the Kapp or Hit- 
ler “putsches” or fighters against 
separatist and Communist upris- 
ings, are raised to the status of war 
veterans and enjoy preferred con- 
sideration. 

Employes subject to dismissal are 
placed in’ three categories—parti- 
sans, non-Aryans and unreliables. 

Dismissed employes are not per- 
mitted legal redress, as the Gov- 
ernment wishes to avoid a deluge 
of litigation, but cases may be sub- 
mitted to state governors fo~ final 
appeal. 

The regulations are to be applied 
more stringently to high positions 
than to low ones. 

The law specifically states that 
men who have joined the National 
Socialist party since Jan. 30, when 
the party came to power, must not 
expect their membership to offset 
earlier anti-National actions. 

Goebbels Explains the Program. 

That the days of non-Nazis in 
the Government are numbered was 
indicated in a speech by Propa- 
ganda Minister, Joseph Goebbels 
yesterday before a group of party 
workers at Chemnitz in Saxony. 

“Gradually we will swallow up 
the Reich until the state, the Reich 
and the Nazi party are identical,” 
Goebbels said. “Progress must be 
slow.

“The determination of present 
value is not an end in itself. Its 
purpose is to afford ground for 
prediction as to the future. It is 
to make possible an ‘intelligent 
forecast of probable future values’ 
in order that the validity of rates 
for the future may be determined. 
Estimates for tomorrow, the Court 
has said, “cannot ignore prices of 
today’’, (Southwestern Bell Tele- 
phone Co. vs. Public Service Com- 
mission, Bluefield Water Works vs. 
Public Service Commission, St. 
Louis & O’Fallon Railway Co. vs. 
United States.) 

“But we know that the estimates 
of present value, taken as the cost 
of reproduction as of December 31, 
1929, based upon average prices 
from 1926 or 1927 to 1929, furnished 
no dependable criterion of values in 
the succeeding years. The country 
was facing a most serious décline 
in prices. It was entering upon a 
period of such depression as to con- 
stitute a new experience to the 
present generation. 

Changed Economic Level. 

“It was not the usual case of 
possible fluctuating conditions but 
of a changed economic level. That 
an important change was in prog- 


submitted on the application for 
interlocutory injunction in January, 
1931, to which we have already re- 
ferred.

Not Board of Revision. 


After pointing out that the three- 
Judge District Court. had*approved 
the findings of the state commis- 
sion, the majority opinion observed: 

“We approach the decision of the 
particular questions thus presented 
in the light of the general princi- 
ples this court has frequently de- 
clared. We have emphasized the 
distinctive function of the court. We 
do not sit asa board of revision, but 
to’enforce constitutional rights. 

“As the property remains in the 
ownership of the complainant the 
question is whether the complain- 
ant has been deprived of a fair re- 
turn for the service rendered to the 
public in the use of the property. 
This court has repeatedly heid that 
the basis of calculation is the fair 
value of the property, that is, that 
what the complainant is entitled to 
demand, in order that it may have 
‘just compensation,’ is ‘a fair return 
upon the reasonable value of the 
property at the time it is being 
used for the public.’ In determin- 
ing that basis; the criteria at hand 
for ascertaining market value, or 
what is called exchange value, are 
not commonly available. The prop- 
erty is not ordinarily the subject of 
barter and sale and, when rates 
themselves are in dispute, earnings 
produced by rates do not afford a 
standard for decision. The value of 
the property, or rate base, must. be 
determined under these inescapable 
limitations. And mindful of its dis- 
tinctive function in the enforcement 
of constitutional rights, the court 
has refused to be bound by any 
artificial rule or formula which 
changed conditions might upset. We 
have said that the judicial ascer- 
tainment of value for the purpose 
of deciding whether rates are con- 
fiscatory .‘is not a matter of form- 
ulas, but there must be a reasonable 
judgment having its basis in a prop- 
er consideration of all relevant 
facts.’ ' 

Actual Cost Relevant Fact. 


“The actual cost of the property 
—the investment the owners have 
made—is a relevant fact. (Smyth 
vs. Ames). But while,cost must be 
considered, the court has held that 
it is not an exclusive or final test. 
The public have not underwritten 
the investment. The property, on 
any admissible standard of present 
value, may he worth more or less 
than it actually cost. The time and 


circumstances of the outlay, and /* 


the effect of altered conditions de- 
mand .considerafion. Even when 
cost is revised .so as to reflect what 
may be deemed to have been in- 
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of the property so long as there is 
no change in the level cf applicable 
prices.’ (McCardle vs. Indianapo- 
lis Water Co.) And when such a 
change in the price level has oc- 
curred, actual experience in the 
construction and development of 
the property, especially éxperience 
in a recent period, may be an im- 
portant check upon extravagant 
estimates. 
The Cost of Labor. 

“This Court has further declared 
that, in order to determine present 
value, the cost of reproducing the 
property is a relevant fact which 
should have appropriate consider- 
ation. In Southwestern Bell Tele- 
phone Co. vs. Public Service Com- 
mission, this Court said that ‘it is 
impossible to ascertain what will 
amount to a fair return upon prop- 
erties devoted to public service 
without giving consideration to the 
cost of labor, supplies, etc., at the 
time the investigation is made. An 
honest and intelligent forecast 
probable future values, made upon 
a view of all the relevant circum- 
stances, is essential. If the highly 
important element of present costs 
is wholly disregarded, such a fore- 
cast becomes impossible.’ But, 
again, the Court has not decided 
that the cost of reproduction fur- 
nishes an exclusive test. We have 
emphasized the danger in resting 
conclusions upon estimates of a 
conjectural character. We said, in 
Minnesota rate cases, ‘the cost-of- 
reproduction method is of service 
in ascertaining the present value of 
the plant, when it is reasonably ap- 
plied and when the cost of repro- 
ducing the property may be ascer- 
tained with a proper degree of cer- 
tainty. But it does not justify the 
acceptance of results which depend 
upon mere conjecture. It is funda- 
mental that the judicial power © to 
declare legislative action invalid 
upon constitutional grounds is to 
be exercised only in clear cases. 

“The constitutional validity must 
be manifest and if it rests upon dis- 
puted questions of fact, the invali- 
dating facts must be proved. And 
this is true‘of asserted value as of 
other facts. The weight to be given 
to’ actual cost, to historical cost, 
and to cost of reproduction new, is 
to be~ determined in the light of 
the facts of the particular case. .

“All’s Well That Ends Well.” 
‘To the Editor of the Post-Dispatcn: 
1 DO not like to take from the Little 
Theater of St. Louis the honor of pre- 
senting for the first time on an Ameri- 
can stage Shakespeare's play of “All's 
Well That Ends Well,” and I find it dif- 
ficult to believe—in spite of my own evi- 
dence to the contrary—that an earlier 
performance occurred if Otis Skinner 
and Prof. George C. D. Odell say that 
e did. However, there is in the Thea- 
Collection of Harvard University a 
clipping from a Boston paper which 
proves that a performance of “All's Well” 
was given in Boston, at the Federal 
Street Theater, on March 8, 1799. The 
ennouncement of the performance reads: 
. “Shakespeare's celebrated comedy, 
ealied ‘All's Well That Ends Well,’ al- 
tered by Mr. I. P. Kemble, and performed 
in Drury Lane with every mark of ap- 
probation and applause.” 
» Diana was played by Mrs. Charles Stu- 
art Powell, the wife of a famous early 
producer; Bertram by John Hodgkinson, 
previously associated as manager and 
producer with Lewis Hallam, -of Ameri- 
ca’s first great theatrical family. Hodg- 
kinson, says Prof. Odell, “was probably 
the only performer even approaching 
first-rate abilities that (the United 
States) had yet seen.’ If the names of 
actors playing the other roles were giv- 
en in the newspaper, my own notes fail 
to show them. With “All's Well” was 
given, after the generous fashion of the 
day, “Two Strings to Your Bew.” 

I do not kfliown that this was the first 

rformance of “All's Well” in America, 
or the only performance prior to that 
by the Little Theater of St. Louis. But 
when—in 1927—I made a study of Shakes- 
pearean productions in America prior to 
1800, working with the extensive collec- 
tion of theatrical material at Harvard, I 
found no record of any other perform- 
ance. On Oct. 1, 1788, Hallam and 
Henry (his partner of the season) pre- 
sented in New York a play called “All's 
Well That Ends Well,” but it was not 
Shakespeare's play. It was advertised as 
by “a citizen of the United States,” played 
this-one evening and never heard of 
again. 

This must be the performance ré¢ 
ferred to by Mr. Sk#ner as taking place 
in Williamsburg, Va. But Williamsburg 
had no theatrical season in 1789 because 
Hallam and Henry, whose company was 
the only one playing in these United 
States that year, found the first months 
of the first administration of President 
Washington—a lover of good drama and 
patron of the theater—a period of un- 
usual gaiety and rich profits in New 
York, and remained there throughout the 


year.

The Missouri Pacific is advertised as a 
service institution, but high official sal- 
aries indicate that it is more of a salary 
and profit institution, not much differ- 
ent from other railroad systems. It seems 
fairly evident that railroad customers 
have been overeharged when such chunks 
of money were shoveled out to high of- 
ficials. 

Leaders have urged the working masses

The present situation isnot a parallel, but it ap 
proximates something of the sort. All transportation 
is in a more or less chaotic condition. Many of the 
railroads losing money, some of them are in re- 
ceivership. All of them are suffering from the 
pression, as all of them are suffering from too much 
unregulated competition. The President has said that 
he proposes to put all transportation under a single 
control, and this is the purpose of-the railroad bill. 
The bill would vest this control in a co-ordinator, 
and it is generally understood that this place is to be 
filled by Joseph B. Bastman of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. His qualifications for such a re- 
sponsible position ate exceptional, The coordinator 
will seek to eliminate duplication of. service, suspend 
laws which obstruct co-operation, regulate wasteful 
practices and promote reconstruction of capital struc- 
tures. He will have the assistance of three regional 
commi of five members each, named by the car- 
riers. Each will represent a geographical division, 
Wastern, Western and Soutbern. 

In carrying out this plan, the co-ordinator may 
order suspension of the Anti-trust Act and other in- 
terfering state and Federal enactments except those 
relating to health and safety. He may' not suspend 
provisions of the Raflroad Labor Act or interfere 
with contracts under it. The Interstate Commerce 
Commission is barred from approving Reconstruction 
Corporation loans to, or security issues by, carriers 
too waterlogged to be . The outworn recap- 
ture clause, the white-haired boy of the 1920 Trans- 
portation Act, will be repealed. 

There is a feeling in some quarters that the rail- 
roads could much better do mafiy of these things for 
themselves, but they have not done so. They can- 
not, of course, suspend the anti-pooling laws, nor can 
they bring highway transportation into any equitable 
relation to railroad transportation. The co-ordina- 
tion plan therefore possesses many advantages which 
are attractive to the raiJroads. The situation is very 
much the same in this field as it is in that of all 
industry, which confesses itself incapable of self-help 
unless the Government steps In to curb cut-throat 
competition. 

The railroads are an essential! utility. The Gov- 
ernment would be remiss did it not do everything it 
can do to maintain this great service. The experi- 
ment about to be undertaken will be revealing. When 
the railroads were taken under the aegis of the Gov- 
ernment during the World War, their status was very 
different from what it is today. They were proud and 
powerful, the veritable Gold Coast of the profiteer. 
They had not yet felt the full effect of automotive 
competition. The pipeline was almost unknown. There 
was no air transport. Development of the water- 
ways was in its infancy. The Panama Canal had 
but recently been opened. : 

It is another world than that which sees the Gov- 
ernment moving to a similar control over railroads 
in time of peace. The imperfections of Government 
control in the prior instance were scathingly cited as 
proof of what would happen under Government own- 
ership of the railroads. In the present instance, Gov- 
ernment control is not without expectations that Gov- 
ernment ownership may prove to be the way out of 
a great dilemma. — 

At any rate, the era of ruthless individualism is 
over. It ended when the railroad tratisportation 
monopoly ended and railroading became a competitive 
business in a field occupied by other forms of trans-, 
portation.

The play as being given at the Little Thea- 
ter this week is virtually as Shakespeare wrote it, 
and it is upon this that these authorities credit the 
Little Theater with pioneering in a field long thought 
to have been thoroughly explored.

CHILE SENDS ANOTHER NOTE 
TO BOLIVIA OVER GRAN CHACO 


Restates Position ._That La Paz 


nine-page note was handed the Bo- 
livian Minister last night by Chan- 
cellor Miguel Cruchaga, who repeat- 
ed Chile’s viewpoint that Bolivia 
must bear the responsibility for the 
continnance of thé Gran Chaco war- 
fare with Paraguay. 

The note was it reply to a Bo- 
livian message of April 27 which 
said that Chile and Argentina had 
overstepped the bounds of the Men- 
doza pact in submitting a peace 
formula and allegedly exercising 
diplomatic pressure. 

Cruchaga maintained that Bo- 
livia’s stand could have provoked 
serious political difficulties, but 
that Chile preferred to ignore the 
recent Bolivian note. He said he 
hoped the Bolivian Government 
would reconsider its stand in hold- 
ing that the Mendoza pact, reached 
in February, was not a real peace 
measure. 

The Chancellor also made public 
the text of a Chilean message on 
April 22 which declared the respon- 
sibility for the failure of peace ef- 
forts would be placed on Bolivia 
unless it accepted the formula 
which proposed that both armies 
should withdraw and leave a neu- 
tral strip between them.

DUCATION for women in 

America is a tragedy. That 

tragedy is two-fold. In the first 
place, so many of our educated 
women are being deprived of an 
opportunity to marry. This is due 
to the anti-marriage nature of the 
educational process through which 
they pass. 

In the second place our women’s 
colleges by their failure to train 
women for marriage have done end- 
less harm. They have by their in- 
tellectual prestige held back in our 
educational system any attempt to 
recognize that a training for mar- 
riage should be an important goal 
in our civilization. 

Our women's college graduates 
are notoriously delinquent in mar- 
riage. According to the statistics 
iven out by the colleges themselves, 
of the class of 1927 at Bryn Mawr 
—now five years out of college— 
only 41 per cent are married. Of 
those graduated the same year at 
Vassar and Smith only 47 per cent 
and 46 per cent respectively are 
married. 

Taking the college graduate 13 
years out of college I find that one 
college claims that 65 per cent of 
its graduates are married. This 
was the highest record I could 
find. Yet for women of the na- 
tion as a whole—that is, women 
of the comparable age of 34—I find 
that nearly 85 per cent are mar- 
ried. 

It is perfectly clear that our 
college graduates do not marry as 
often as their un-collegiate sisters. 

“But what of it?” may challenge 
the feminist. “Our old maids are 
happy.” 

Now I doubt that. Some have 
confessed. And I have too many 
letters from educated old maids 
on this point not to know that this 
c6ntention is a face-saving cry. 

But even if it were true that our 
old maids were happy the issue 
could not rest there.

Dental Neuralgia 

HEN is a toothache more 
than a toothache? 

When it-is a dental neu- 
ralgia—the difference being that in 
the ordinary toothache the pain is 
more or less limited to the tooth 
and its immediate vicinity, whereas 
in the dental neuralgia the 
may extend to and involve the 
head, neck and face, sometimes 
even affecting the arm and hand. 

Dental neuralgia is a common, 
and not infrequently a most 
acutely painful affliction. It is not 
always easy to discover or to 
remedy the source of the irritation. 

Exposed dentine, the so-called 
living substance of a tooth, is a 
common source of the difficulty. 
The exposure of the dentine may 
be the result of tooth decay, ero- 
sion or the wearing through of the 
enamel by the hook or support of 
a piece of a bridge or partial plate. 

A decayed tooth, especially when 
irritated by sweets, may also cause 
agonizing pain. In this condition 
first aid may be administered by 
gently cleaning out the tooth cavity. 
and by applying to it. a: solution 
made up of equal.parts of menthol, 
carbolic acid and oil of cloves. This 
compound can be purchased from 
any drug store and applied: while 
waiting for expert dental care. 

Another form of dental neuralgia 
is due to an inflammation in the 
tissues surrounding the tooth, the 
so-called periodontal membrane. In 
this condition the tooth is acutely 
sensitive. 

’ First aid treatment consists in 
the application of a salicylate-con- 
taining liniment, such as oil of win- 
tergreen, to the cheek or face in 
the region of the pain. The lini- 
ment is sprinkled on a wad of

Some relief may be derived from 
the application of a counter-jrri- 
tant, such as tincture of iodine, to 
the gum,

duced by impacted or unerupted 
teeth. ;
